LUSD officials dispute 
test study conclusions

School “ laxity,” lower academic stan­ 
dards, “ diminished seriousness of pur­ 
pose:” Are these the root causes of the 
decline in college-entrance test scores, 
as a just-released national study by a 
panel of education experts concludes’ 
Local school officials expressed their 
doubts today, though noting that they had 
not yet read about the study. 
“ I ’ve heard that argument, but I don’t 
agree with it,” Superintendent Clarence 
Bloom said. “ I don’t think out (Lom­ 
poc’s) standards are lax.” 
One might likewise say increased 
crime in the streets is due to laxity in 
law enforcement, Irwin Wapner, direc­ 
tor of student services, said. “ Explain­ 
ing test score declines on the basis of 
lower standards — to me, that’s too 
generalized.” 
“ It’s pretty difficult to pinpoint what 
our standards are ," school board 
member Donald Adams said. “ And once 
you identify standards, how do you en­ 
force them?” 
The two-year study, commissioned by 
the College Entrance Examination 
Board and the Educational Testing Ser­ 
vice, states, 
“ Our firmest conclusion is that ... less 
thoughtful and critical reading is now be­ 
ing demanded and done, (and) that 
careful writing has apparently about 
gone out of style.” 


American prisoners 
in Mexican jails 
prepare to go home 


MEXICO CITY (U P I) - American 
prisoners in Mexican jails were being 
transferred to central prisons today in a 
prelude to their return home once the U. 
S Congress passes legislation to put a 
prisoner exchange treaty into force. 
U. S Embassy spokesman Mike Zim­ 
merman said the embassy knows of 14 
prisoners who have been moved to the 
Santa Marta prison in Mexico City from 
outlying prisons. 
“ The Americans in Mexican jails have 
been prepared to be removed,” he said. 
The U. S. Senate in July unanimously 
approved a treaty under which 
Americans can finish out their sentences 
in U. S. jails and Mexicans in U. S 
prisons can do the same in Mexico. 
However, a bill to set up the machinery 
for the exchange is still before the 
judiciary committee. 
U S. Ambassador Patrick J. Luces 
said recently he hoped that the legisla­ 
tion could be passed before Congress ad­ 
journs in October. 
A U. S foreign relations committee 
report estimated that some 200 of the 600 
prisoners, almost all being held on drug 
charges, could be returned home by ear­ 
ly next year. 


“Sure, I would agree with that.” 
Superintendent Bloom said. “ It just in­ 
dicates that reading is important and 
emphasis is required We already know 
that and agree with it.” 
In a recent Lompoc district “needs as­ 
sessment” survey, “ develop skills in 
reading, writing and listening” was 
ranked as the most important goal of 
schools by all but students, «who in­ 
dicated that greater emphasis should be 
placed on money management and “ get­ 
ting along with people who think, dress 
and act differently ” ) 
“ Our strong conviction,” the national 
study recommends, “ is that concern 
about declining SAT-verbal scores can 
profitably be concentrated on seeing to it 
that young people do more reading that 
enhances vocabulary and enlarges 
knowledge and experience, and more 
writing that makes fledgling ideas test 
and strengthen their wings ” 
The study “ seems to be filled with glit­ 
tering generalities,” Bloom said, adding 
that he doubted it would make a great 
impact on school conduct without more 


“ conclusive data and specific recom­ 
mendations ” Dr Wapner, in charge of 
district testing, said that declining test 
scores have been a subject of concern 
and study by educators for some 12 
years, and more recently made an issue 
by the popular press There have been 
many “ nice theories” on reasons for the 
decline, he said, but little proven. About 
such theories and reports, he com­ 
mented. “ We’re playing a big guessing 
game, because nobody really knows the 
answers.” Even the fundamental ques­ 
tion of how children learn is still a 
mystery to education experts, he noted. 
Wapner said he has often heard 
intermediate-level teachers blame 
students’ lack of progress on deficiencies 
in primary classes, junior high teachers 
criticize elementary school practices, 
and so on, up the levels. The attitude — 
“ if only someone else had done” — 
Wapner said, “ is classic.” 
Now the new national report, in citing 
school laxity as the cause of test score 
declines, "almost smacks of the same 
thing.” he said.

Legislators request 
halt to neutron bomb 
Harrises entitled to choose *± 2 2 *1 
own lawyer, rules court 


SAN FRANCISCO (U P I) - The 
California Supreme Court ruled today 
that Bill and Emily Harris, charged with 
kidnaping newspaper heiress Patricia 
Hearst, were entitled to attorneys of 
their own choosing 


The high court said that due to the par­ 
ticular circumstances in this case the 
Alameda County Superior Court abused 
its discretion when it appointed two 
other attorneys instead of the attorneys 
the Harrises had requested. 


The Harrises, found guilty and 
sentenced earlier in Los Angeles of par­ 
ticipating in a store robbery, were 
brought to Alameda County to face two 
charges of kidnaping, three of robbery, 


two of false imprisonment and 12 counts 
of assault with a deadly weapon. 
The charges stemmed from the Feb. 4, 
1974, kidnap of Miss Hearst from her 
apartment in Berkeley. 
The couple pleaded innocent to all the 
counts and requested appointment of 
Susan Jordan of San Francisco to repre­ 
sent Em ily and Leonard Weinglass of 
Los Angeles to represent Bill. The 
Superior Court turned down this request 
on grounds defendants pleading poverty 
did not have the right to choose their own 
lawyers 
Attorney Michael Ballachey 
was named to represent Emily, and Lin­ 
coln Mmtz to represent Bill. 
The Harrises are awaiting trial in 
Alameda County. 


Ag secretary recommends 
wheat acreage reduction 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Agriculture 
Secretary Bob Bergland has advised 
President Carter to counter a growing 
wheat surplus by approving a 25 per cent 
acreage reduction program for 1978 
It would be the first government grain 
production controls in five years 
Carter’s decision is not expected until 
late today at the earliest, Bergland told 
reporters after a White House meeting 
late Tuesday. 
Officials argued against the controls 
for fear bad weather would cut the crop 


Bergland said Carter gave no final 
word at the session about whether he 
would sign a pending omnibus farm and 
food stamp bill which authorizes the con­ 
trols for 1978-81 crops and also provides 
substantial increases in 1977 grain sup­ 
ports. 
But if Carter approves a “ set aside” 
acreage reduction program for wheat 
growers, it would imply he intends to 
sign the farm bill when Congress com­ 
pletes action on the measure next month, 
Bergland said. 


Park denies 
plotting by 
Korean heads 


SEOUL, South Korea (U P I) - Korean 
businessman Tongsun Park broke nearly 
10 months of silence today to deny there 
was a Korean goverment plot to in­ 
fluence U S 
military and economic 
policies with gifts and favors. 
“ Whatever I have done in the United 
States, especially in Washington, has 
been done on my personal account as a 
private businessman to enhance my 
business situation,” Park told a jammed 
news conference in his office 


U.S., China 
near normal 
relations 


PEK IN G (U P I) - American and 
Chinese officials agreed today that their 
“ candid” Peking talks had moved the 
two countries closer toward normaliza­ 
tion of relations, and they agreed that 
the process should go forward. 
In his first encounter with the high 
ranks of the Chinese leadership, Vance 
conferred twice today with Vice Premier 
Teng Hsiao-ping, in meetings that U.S. 
officials said had gone better than they 
had hoped 
They hoped that the meeting with 
Teng, who is vice chairmman of the 
Communist party as well as deputy 
premier, would be a prelude to a meeting 
Thursday with the leader of China. Com­ 
munist Party Chairman and Premier 
Hua Kuo-feng. 
Teng said the talks had been of great 
use. and he said, “ We should move 
forward to full normalization.” Vance 
described the talks as “ candid, useful 
and helpful.” 
It appeared certain, however, that 
Vance would have to report to President 
Carter, and possibly to Congress, before 
any final decisions could be made on for­ 
mal negotiations with Peking. 
An American official who took part in 
the 2^-hour business session with the 
deputy premier and Vance said the talks 
had gone “ very well, better than we had 
expected ” 
The official said the talks had been 
scheduled to go for only an hour and a 
half, but they lasted an hour longer than 
planned and. said the source, “ got down 
to the nitty gritty.” 
That was a reference to the core issue 
— how to normalize relations between 
Peking and Washington while retaining 
American commmitments to Taiwan, 
which Peking considers to be part of 
China. 


“ This is the gospel truth and it also has 
nothing to do with foreign governments, 
and the Korean government, of course,” 
he said. 
Earlier today, Park, 41, was called in 
by Korean prosecutors who reportedly 
are conducting a probe of their own into 
Park’s possible violation of South 
Korea’s currency laws stemming from 
his American acticities. 
Park said the American press had dis­ 
torted the case and that he was angry at 
senior officials of the Justice Depart­ 
ment with whom he cooperated in the 
preliminary investigation of the case last 
year. 
“ We promised to keep everything 
secret and confidential but what came 
out later was gross exaggeration and 
even ugly things came out,” he said 
Asked if he would retu rn to 
Washington where a Congressional com­ 
mittee and the Justice Department were 
investigating, he said, “ Unless I get an 
absolute guarantee in writing or 
something, I would not even consider go­ 
ing to the States.” 
Park said it was natural that he came 
to know American political figures. 
“ Washington is like my second home. I 
went there at 17 and went to schools 
there and started my business career 
there,” he said. “ I made friends and 
since I had been very active in social cir­ 
cles, I came to know prominent political 
figures or cabinet ministers It is nothing 
unusal.” 
He said he departure from Washington 
to London was for business reasons, and 
not because of the brewing scandal. 
Senior prosecutor Ahn Kyungsang of 
the Seoul District Prosecutor’s Office 
said he had called Park in for 
“ preliminary questioning” and that no 
charges have been filed against the 
businessman. 
The prosecutor did not say why Park 
was being investigated, but informed 
sources said it may be for alleged viola­ 
tions of the foreign exchange control 
law

Enterprise, carrier 
to be remated today 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Five senators 
and 26 House members, mostly liberals, 
asked President Carter today to halt 
plans for production and deployment of 
the neutron bomb. 
In a telegram to Carter, the law­ 
makers said deployment of the weapon 
“ could lead to an escalating nuclear ex­ 
change between our country and another 
nuclear power, and it is unlikely that a 
nuclear war would remain limited.” 
"Our present defensive posture of 
deterrence emphasizes the threat of 
nuclear weapons,” they said. “ If the 
neutron bomb were deployed, that 
posture would be shifted perilously close 
to the actual use of nuclear weapons ” 
The only Republican to sign the the 
telegram was Sen 
Mark Hatfield, R- 
Ore,, who so far has failed in efforts to 
delete funding for the controversial 
weapon from a Senate appropriations 
bill 
On impact, the neutron bomb would 
send a shower of lethal radiation over a 
radius of half a mile. While causing little 
damage to buildings and property, it 
would incapacitate and eventually kill 
nearly everyone exposed to it. 
On Aug 12, Carter received a report 
from Defense Secretary Harold Brown 
listing options regarding the neutron 
warhead: whether to produce and deploy 
it; to produce it, but not deploy it, or to 
not produce it at all 
The White House announced on Aug. 15 
that Carter was delaying his decision on 
the report until September to give him 
time to consult with NATO allies. 
Besides Hatfield, those signing the 
telegram included Sens, Jam es 
Abourezk, D-S D.; Dale Bumpers, D- 
Ark ; Floyd Haskell, D-Colo,; and 
Patrick Leahy, D-Vt.

1 he space shuttle orbiter Enterprise 
and its 747 transport carrier will be 
remated today at Edwards Air Force 
Base, but officials have yet to reschedule 
the second free flight of the orbiter. 
National Aeronautics and Space Ad­ 
ministration officials are still monitor­ 
ing the condition of the lakebed runway, 
soaked last by two days of heavy rainfall. 


Spawned by Hurricane Doreen, the 
rare tropical storm — the second to hit 
Edwards in as many years — dumped 
almost an inch of rain on the high desert 
base It left two to three inches of water 
standing on large sections of the parched 
Rogers Lake runway where the 
Enterprise glided to a perfect landing in

A spokeswoman at the NASA Dryden 
Flight Research Center on the base said 
the second free flight — originally tab­ 
bed for Aug 30 — probably would be 
moved back to the first or second week 
in September The third and fourth or­ 
biter solos also will fly later than their 
scheduled Sept. 16 and Oct. 13 dates. 
The delay, however, is not expected to 
postpone the space shuttle’s master 
schedule because success of earlier tests 
have allowed NASA to stay well ahead of 
original timetables The original sked 
listed flight tests through early 1978, but 
the Approach and Landing Tests at 
Edwards could be completed with the 
fourth free flight. 
The second orbiter crew, commander 
Joe H Engle. 44, and co-pilot Dick Truly, 
39, will man the controls of the next free 
flight.

The Interior Department in 
confirming the announcement 
Tuesday said a draft E n ­ 
vironmental Impart Statement 
for the sale is expected to be 
ready in August, 1978. with a 
final report in January, 1979

Biggest melons not on books 


L IT T LE ROCK. Ark (U P I) 
— Pod Rogers of Hope, Ark , 
has spent 22 years traveling 
around the country promoting 
the giant watermelons grown 
around his hometown in South­ 
west Arkansas Now he feels 
cheated 
The 1977 Guinness Book of 
World Records, Rogers said 
with distaste, lists a 90-pound 
w aterm elon 
produced 
in 
Georgia in 1975 as the record 
“ Why, we have some up to 130 
pounds that we don’t even 
register in our contest here,” 
he said in a telephone inter­ 
view. 
The largest ever grown at 
Hope was a 195-pounder in 1935 
by the late O D Middlebrooks. 
Rogers said, adding he had 
notarized documents to verify 
the weight. 
Rogers, who is circulation 
director for the Hope Star new­ 
spaper. said he visited Guinness 
displays two years ago in Los 
Angeles and Las Vegas to tell 
them about the melon and was 
promised the inform ation 
would be given to Guinness 
“ I didn't hear anything, and I 


admit I kind of went to sleep, 
and then somebody in Georgia 
gets a 90-pounder listed.” he 
said 
That's not the worst of it. 
though 
Now a man in North 
Carolina has told Guinness he 
produced a 197-pounder, and 
Rogers said that one is going to 
be listed in the 1978 book as the 
record 
“ I say (the weight of that 
m elon) 
is 
questionable,” 
Rogers said 
He said the man came to 
Hope in June, 1975, to see how 
the big melons were grown and 
pulled his before Sept 21 The 
growing time could not have 
been much more than 90 days 
“ and you just don’t take 90 days 
and raise a melon to that size.” 
He said the whopper Middle­ 
brooks grew was on the vine at 
least 120 days 
Another reason Rogers said 
he questioned the weight of the 
North Carolina melon was it 
was never displayed. 
There was a picture taken of 
it with a politician looking at 
the scales, he said, “ but you 
can’t tell what one weighs in a 


picture, and who in the heck 
would believe a politician on 
such an important matter?” 
Nevertheless, Rogers said 
Hope will try to top the 197- 
pounder and said he had sub­ 
mitted a 40-inch melon as a 
record for length 
“ I've got a 153-pounder at the 
Chamber of Commerce office 
now, and there are one or two in 
the field that are much larger 
and still growing.’’ he said 
“ The giant melon is to Hope 
like the Astrodome is to 
Houston or the Statue of 
Liberty is to New Y ork,” 
Rogers said. ‘‘W e’ve been

Air traffic controller 
talks end in deadlock 


LONDON (U P I) — Talks aimed at averting a fullscale 
strike by airport workers ended in deadlock today with 
American tourists already angered by a work slowdown that 
cancelled or delayed dozens of flights. 
Employment Secretary Albert Booth met with represen­ 
tatives of the 850-member air traffic control assistants, hop­ 
ing to avert a threatened four-day strike starting midnight (7 
p.m. ED T) Thursday. 
The negotiations with the traffic control assistants — who 
have been conducting a work slowdown for nine days — 
ended in deadlock early today, though more talks were sche­ 
duled later in the day. 
The slowdown forced many airline crews to spend their 
maximum allowed cockpit time sitting in planes parked on 
runways Tuesday, and British Airways cancelled 68 depar­ 
tures, including a Concorde SST flight to Washington 
The Concorde passengers were transfered to a 747 jumbo 
jetliner, with one airline official explaining, “ It’s better to 
use the air traffic slot for a jumbo that can carry 400 pas­ 
sengers than for Concorde, which can only carry 100. ” 
The traffic control assistants, who perform the technical 
work needed by air traffic controllers, have disrupted flight 
schedules by processing the information manually.instead of 
using computers. 
Vowing never to return to Britain, a dozen angry Ameri­ 
cans boarded a Pan American flight to New York after 
spending 18 hours at Heathrow airport waiting in vain for a 
British Airways flight to depart 
At Gatwick airport, shouts of “ We want a plane!” came 
from a departure lounge where 290 New York-bound pas­ 
sengers had been waiting to take off for nearly 24 hours 
One American who flew to London from Athens com­ 
plained his plane circled over Germany for lVfe hours while 
waiting for clearance to land at Heathrow. 
Britain’s 1,400 air traffic controllers have already met 
with the assistants’ union to work out what tasks they can 
perform without being accused of strike breaking if the four- 
day strike goes into effect 
the Civil Aviation Authority said at least half of the 3,000 
daily flights through British air space would have to be 
cancelled if there is a strike. 
The assistant controllers want the government to approve 
an agreement reached with the Civil Aviation Authority in 
1975 for pay raises of 13 per cent to 17 per cent. 
The government held up the salary increase because of its 
freeze on pay hikes

LAGOS. Nigeria (U P I) - 
Australian Foreign Minister 
Andrew Peacock warns “ scores 
of thousands of people would 
die ... and most of them w,puld 
be innocent” if South African 
whites do not give up power to 
the black majority. 
Peacock told a U N -spon­ 
sored world conference on 
apartheid Tuesday that his 
government is “ utterly op­ 
posed" to racial separation but 
also deplores the use of guns to 
end the practice 
Norwegian Prime Minister 
Odvar Nordli also condemned 
apartheid but called for in­ 
creased aid to black nations in­ 
volved in guerrilla wars against 
the white minority regimes in 
South Africa. Rhodesia and 
South West Africa (Namibia) 


“ There are compelling rea­ 
sons to pursue to the fullest ex­ 
tent available measures to br­ 
ing about peaceful change" in 
the 
white-ruled 
nations. 
Peacock told the 1.000 delegates 
from 101 nations on the second 
day of the conference 


“ Thousands, scores of thou­ 
sands of people would die in an 
armed conflict in South Africa 
— and most of them would be 
innocent," he said 
But Peacock added 
"W e 
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realize that if there is no early 
change in South Africa, pros­ 
pects for peaceful change must 
diminish 
No people can be 
expected to bear indefinitely 
the oppression and indignity" 
suffered by blacks 


In his speech. Nordli called 
for a weapons embargo, a halt 
to foreign investments and in­ 
creased support for black 
liberation movements in the 
three white-ruled African na­

Government analysts probing 
the farm trade outlook believe

the year beginning Oct 1. could 
shrink to the lowest level in 5 
years 
No firm prediction of next 
year’s trade balance has been 
published by the Agriculture 
Department But separate, ten­ 
tative projections of potential 
farm export sales and agricul­ 
tural imports indicate the 
balance could fall to between sl­ 
ightly over $7 billion and slight­ 
ly under $9 billion 
In historic terms, this would 
be an impressive contributions 
be an impressive contribution 
by farmers toward strengthen- 
of trade and the value of the 
American dollar But compared 
with the record of other recent 
years, an agricultural trade 
balance in the $7 biillion to $9 
billion range would represent a 
substantial retreat from earlier 
peaks 
Through the early 1970's, the 
agricultural trade balance had 
been comforting to economists 
but not astronomical 
In the 
1972 fiscal year, for example, 
farm exports reached $8 2 
billion while agricultural im­ 
ports were slightly below $6 
billion, leaving a favorable 
balance of $2 3 billion

Voyager I camera change 
considered by engineers 


C A PE C A N A VERA L. Fla 
(U PI) — Engineers are consid­ 
ering a modification of the 
camera boom of the Voyager I 
spacecraft scheduled for launch 
on Sept 3 
They also are closely examin­ 
ing separation joints between 
the spacecraft and its propul­ 
sion module to avert a repeti­ 
tion of the troubles plaguing 
Voyager II. which is already in 
space 
John Casani, Voyager project 
manager for the Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory. Pasadena, Calif , 
blamed post-launch problems of 
Voyager II on two “ bumps" of 
the spacecraft by its own 
burned-out, 350-pound propul­ 
sion module That sent Voyager 
tumbling in space and appar­ 
ently threw its onboard comput­ 
ers out of kilter. 
The propulsion module was 
designed to accelerate the 
spacecraft's speed to 32.325 
miles an hour after separation 
from the third-state Centaur 
rocket 
"There is indication that the 
rocket m oter bumped the 
spacecraft 73 minutes after lif­ 
toff and again about 17 minutes 
later,” he said. 
“ The high tumbling rate of 
the spacecraft after separation 
and the reaction of an attitude 
control system to compensate 


for the motion of the spacecraft 
are believed to be due to the 
bumping," he said 
He said there is concern the 
same rocket motor unit may 
still be hovering in space near 
Voyager II To find out. scien­ 
tists plan to attempt to use a 
photo polarimeter aboard the 
s p a c e c r a f t 
to 
m e a s u r e 
reflected sunlight from any 
object near Voyager II Until a 
determination is made, he said 
there are no plans to fire the 
tiny rocket thrusters still 
aboard Voyager II 
While the separation joints 
between the propulsion module 
and Voyager I are under ex­ 
amination at the Kennedy 
Space Center, engineers are 
considering addition of an aux­ 
iliary spring to its camera- 
earning science boom Scien­ 
tists are still unsure whether 
the camera boom on Voyager II 
is fully deployed, although it is 
believed to be within about two 
degrees of full deployment 
On Friday, the cameras 
aboard Voyager II will be 
turned on to take pictures in 
order to determine the exact 
position of the boom. Casani 
said 
That experiment may deter­ 
mine whether the auxiliary spr­ 
ing is needed on Voyager I's 
camera boom

Ralph Lobaugh was released 
Tuesday from the Indiana State 
Prison — on parole — more 
than 25 years after state in­ 
vestigators determined he was 
innocent of the crimes for 
which he was jailed 
Lobaugh's release from the 
penitentiary at Michigan City 
and his transfer to a work 
release program in Indianapolis 
are among the final steps in a 
two-year process that began in 
1975, when Indiana Gov Otis R 
Bowen read a report that 
denied clemency to Lobaugh 
and decided something was 
seriously wrong 
Lobaugh had pleaded guilty in 
1947 to three of four rape- 
murders that occurred in Fort 
Wayne in 1944 and 1945 but later 
sought to retract his confession 
and guilty plea. 
In reading the old report 
denying Lobaugh clemency, 
Bowen circled the lines “ Two 
other men were tried and con­ 
victed of the same crimes. One 
of these confessed to killing 
three women, two of them the 
supposed victims of the inmate, 
and 
re ceiv ed 
the death 
sentence ” 
“ For heaven’s sake,” Bowen 
scrawled on the report, “ isn’t 
there some investigation that 
could straighten this situation 
out?” 
It took another two years for 
the second investigation — that 
concluded Lobaugh did not 


commit the crimes — to be 
completed But it differed from 
the first report in saying the 
prisoner, who had twice under­ 
gone psychiatric treatment dur­ 
ing his imprisonment, had 
rehabilitated him self and 
should be freed 
The 
original 
investigation, 
ordered by then-Gov. Henry 
Schricker. had concluded Lo­ 
baugh was “ a degenerate and a 
homosexual, not a fit person to 
be free on the streets of any city 
but not guilty of killing any of 


these three women " 
Schricker, who called the 
situation “ one of the worst mes­ 
ses in the history of the state," 
commuted 
Lobaugh’s death 
sentence to a life term after 
re ceivin g the 
initial 
in­ 
vestigative report, but refused 
to free him 


Officials said Tuesday Lo­ 
baugh, now 60, is expected to 
remain on work release for six 
months or more before being 
released

Former suffragette gives 
advice on ERA campaign 


W A SH IN G T O N ( U P I ) - 
Hazel Hunkins Hallinan. 87, is a 
tiny, grey-haired woman with a 
feminist vocabulary, a notori­ 
ous arrest record and a sur­ 
prisingly sharp tongue 
Ms. 
Hallinan was once a suffraget­ 
te 
Primly dressed in a black 
brocade suit, cameo and veil. 
Ms. Hallman offered leaders of 
the modem American women’s 
movement some stem advice 
Tuesday for the campaign to 
win ratification of the Equal 
Rights Amendment 
“ I should think you could 
raise hell in Illinois.’’ she said, 
referring to one of the 15 states 
that has not ratified ER A She 
also told them to vote, march — 
and get jailed if necessary — to 
win the battle 
Several thousand women in­ 
tend to take her advice Friday 
when the nation celebrates the 
57th anniversary of the con­ 
stitutional 
amendment that 
culminated Ms Hallinan’s bat­ 
tle — the women’s right to vote. 


They will march up Pennsyl­ 
vania Avenue to the White 
House, symbolically com ­ 
pleting a suffragettes’ march 
that was halted by violence on 
March 3, 1913 
Like the suf­ 
fragettes. all the marchers will 
wear white. 


The protest march will be 
dedicated to suffragette leader 
Alice Paul, author of the ERA. 
who died earlier this year. 
“ Alice Paul brought the suf- 


frage amendment from the bot­ 
tom drawer of every com­ 
mittee in Congress up into ban­ 
ner headlines," Ms 
Hallinan 
told an audience at the 
Washington Press Club 
She advised men and women 
alike: “ You don't have to be 
afraid of ER A It reads as if it 
comes from the pen of Thomas 
Jefferson 
A society that is 
more fair and equitable is going 
to help men as much as 
women " 
Ms. Hallinan. who was 
arrested many times for chain­ 
ing herself to the White House 
fence, said suffragettes were 
“ outrageous" — but never 
violent

Laetrile users promise battle with FDA 
over ban, ask equal natural material law 


ARLINGTON. Tex (U P I) - 
Charles Sittig stopped reading a 
press release, uncapped a 
plastic am ber bottle and 
swallowed two illegal laetrile 
tablets 
“ I take six of these a day, and 
I ’ll continue to take them in 
order to stay alive,“ said Sittig, 
who for two years has suffered 


from a malignant melanoma, a 
form of cancer 
Sittig represents the Dallas- 
Fort Worth chapter of Citizens’ 
Choice, an international organi­ 
zation active in promoting the 
rights of cancer patients. The 
group called a press conference 
to publicize their meeting 
Thursday with Jerry Henderson 


of the Dallas office of the U S 
Food and Drug Administration, 
which has banned laetrile. 
“ We will ask that laws af­ 
fecting natural substances such 
as la e t r ile be enfo rced 
equally,” Sittig said, “ either 
that laetrile be decriminalizd or 
that other natural substances in 
the same category also be ban- 
M uggy weather kills hundreds of cows 


CHINO, Calif 
(U P I) - An 
unusual wave of hot. muggy 
weather has killed from 700 to 
1.000 dairy cows worth about 
$500,000 in the Chino Valley 
dairy region 
“ It was a disaster,’’ Dr. 
Robert Jackson, San Bernar­ 
dino county senior public 
veterinarian, said Tuesday 
The humid spell appeared to 
have passed today after hitting 
a peak during the weekend 
The region's milk production, 
most of which is sold in the Los 
Angeles area, has fallen 15 per 


cent, a $1 million loss to the 
area’s dairymen, Dolores Mul- 
lings, editor of Dairyman 
magazine, estimated 
She said it could take two 
weeks to restore production to 
normal 
The muggy spell began last 
week when the remnants of 
Hurricane Doreen brought hot, 
rainy weather It was only the 
second tropical storm to affect 
Southern California in 38 years 
The greatest number of 
deaths took place Saturday and 
Sunday when temperatures 


were in the 90s with humidity 
up to 92 per cent A healthy cow 
has a body temperature of 101 5 
degrees, but the heat drove the 
temperatures of some to more 
than 110, Jackson said 
He said the deaths were the 
result of ketosis, a nutritional 
deficiency that strikes over­ 
heated cows that have just 
given birth to calves, by its 
nature killing the most valuable 
and productive animals in a 
herd 
“ It is a tremendous loss to in­ 
dividual dairvmen,” he said 


ned.’’ 
He said if the FDA decides 
not act on their request, 
Citizens’ Choice will seek legal 
action to remove other natural 
foods which seem to violate the 
law 
“ If the ban on laetrile is 
proper and just, then all other 
natural food substances which 
contain toxic material in excess 
of present standards should also 
be banned,” he said 


“ Since there was a recent 
death and two ciises of coma 
widely reported from the over­ 
consumption 
of w ater ... 
shouldn’t we now logically ex­ 
pect a new government ban 
aimed at water’’” 


The FDA banned laetrile, an

New peaches 
growing in 
local area 


By KING M ERRILL 
Joe Del Masso, a retired U.S. 
Air Force officer, is a man of 
many interests and hobbies 
He became intrigued with 
botany about five years ago, 
planted about 20 peach trees on 
his acre of land along Cot­ 
tonwood Street and today he 
has about 100 peach trees, in­ 
cluding some which are produc­ 
ing this year for the first time a 
new variety which he has yet to 
name and one which he is in the 
process of having registered 
with the U.S. Patent Office in 
Washington, D C. 
Del Masse said the new peach 
is a result of pollinization which 
“ occurred either by accident or 
with the help of nature and the 
bees ” 


The yet-to-be-named peach 
has the characteristics. Del 
Masso said, “ Of a subtle 
sweetness, even when green.” 
He believes, too. the new peach 
is related in some way to the In­ 
dian Red variety The Indian 
Red peach, Del Masso said is 
“ undoubtedly 
the 
finest 
peach,” and is known in the 
produce trade as in the class of 
“ dessert quality fruit ” 
Indian Reds, he added do not 
keep well after picking and as a 
result are not suited to long 
transportation hauls to far­ 
away markets. 


Del Masso said it is evident 
that the new peach variety 
which he has developed is not 
only flavorful and savory to the 
taste, but it also has the ability 
to continue ripening even after 
picking and is therefore well 
suited to shipping over great 
distances, including the eastern 
market in the United States 
Del Masso said trees with the 
new variety would have 
produced their initial crop last 
year, but added, ‘‘The late Spr­ 
ing rains wiped out their blos­ 


soms.’ As a result there was no 
crop. 
The former air force officer, 
who retired from Vandenberg 
AFB in 1964 after 23 years 
of service, including duty with 
the Flying Tigers in the China- 
Burma-India theater as well as 
in Europe during and after 
World War II, said all of his 
peach trees were developed 
from seeds which had been 
planted deeply along furrows. 
Del Masso spends con­ 
siderable time caring for his 
orchard He sprays them three 
or four times through the 
winter months to prevent an in­ 
festation of a virus which 
destroys the buds and wood of 
the trees 
He is a strong advocate of 
pruning and each year during 
the dormant season snips off 
about 50 per cent of the 
branches to encourage growth 
for the coming year 
He irrigates regularly from 
April through November and 
fertilizes with manure and com­ 
mercial products 
The Del Masso household, in­ 
cluding Mrs Del Masso (Max­ 
ine) and 15-year-old daughter, 
Dana, is well stocked with 
peaches 
Many of them are 
transformed into jelly by Mrs 
Del Masso and others are dried 
for future eating 
Although he feels he has 
perfected a new variety of 
peach, Del Masso said he is still 
“ working on an initial project 
which entails the development 
of combination Indian Red 
peach and nectarine.” 
When not tending his peach 
orchard. Del Masso spends con­ 
siderable time pursuing a hobby 
he began at the age of 15: 
prospecting and mining He has 
a number of claims in the 
northern California area where 
he has discovered veins of gold, 
silver and tungsten

A sanction limiting recruit­ 
ment could mean the Rebels would enter 
th e p o w e r fu l 
W e ste r n A th le tic

Brooks Robinson: 
A first impression 


Writer recalls Initial meeting with the man 
they called "The Hoover Vacuum Cleaner"

NEW YORK (UPI) - The first tim e I 
ever m et Brooks Robinson was more 
than 20 years ago, and what struck me 
most about him other than that com ­ 
pletely open friendly way of his was how 
he'd blush like a terribly embarrassed 
schoolboy 
w henever 
som eone had 
anything complimentary to say about his 
baseball ability 


He was taking batting practice with 
the Baltimore Orioles on this particular 
day and another team member, who had 
been around the big leagues awhile, also 
was watching him take his cuts. 


Robinson wasn’t even 20 then, and 
looking at him, the veteran player 
standing near the cage said rather quiet­ 
ly to me, “This kid could turn out to be 
one helluva ballplayer. He has a great 
glove and he hits the curve ball okay, but 
some of these pitchers are overpowering 
him. throwing the ball right past him. 
That may keep him from ever making it 
up here. 


So much for “ inside“ scouting reports. 
Som ewhere along the line Brooks 
Robinson must have learned to cope with 
all kinds of pitching because nobody can 
possibly question that he made it in the 
big leagues with something to spare. He 
made it for the better part of 23 seasons, 
accumulating 2.848 hits, picking up 16 
Golden Glove awards and participating 
in 2.896 gam es, a total topped by only one 
other p layer in A m erican L eague 
history. Ty Cobb, whom Robinson quite 
likely will join in the Hall of Fame five 
years from now 


Last Sunday in Bloomington. Minn.. 40- 
year-old Brooks Robinson, the finest 
third baseman of this generation and 
possibly the best one who ever played the 
game, hung up his glove for good He did 
it in a manner com pletely typical of him. 
stepping aside without any fuss or argu­ 
ment so that the Orioles could activate a 
younger player. Rick D em psey, for 
whom they might have great need in 
their stretch run 


Nobody in the world loves baseball 
more than Brooks Robinson. That goes 
for Ernie Banks, Willie Mays, Fete Rose 
or anyone else you can think of. He loves 
it so much, I can remember him telling 
me once he wished he could keep playing 
forever He told me the sam e thing from 
Kansas City Monday. 
“ I would’ve liked to stay on but I’ve 
been in and out of the lineup all year, not 
really playing for any length of time, and 
being 40, it’s impossible for me to help 
the ball club playing that w ay,” he said 
“When you get to be the oldest guy in 
cither league like I was, then it’s tim e.” 
Typically, also, Robinson was con­ 
cerned for Hank Peters, the Orioles' ex­ 
ceptionally able executive vice-president 
and general manager, who in the final 
analysis was the one who had to take 
responsibility for inactivating the most 
popular player in Baltim ore’s baseball 
history. 
“ It was a tough decision for Hank to 
make, having to ask me would I step 
aside and let someone else take my place 
on the roster,” sympathized Robinson. 
Signed as a player-coach this year, 
Robinson didn’t get to play much this 
season He went to bat for the Orioles 
only 47 times and had a 149 average with 
only one home run and four RBIs These 
are the customary figures of a player at 
the end of his career but Robinson’s 
reputation on defense was such that even 
this past winter, Pittsburgh, Seattle and 
Toronto all showed some interest in him. 
Robinson wasn’t interested, though. 
“ I couldn’t see myself leaving the 
Orioles unless I got a contract for two 
years.” he said. “I live in Maryland and I 
didn't want to pick up and move my 
whole fam ily.” 
For the rest of the season, Robinson 
will continue with the Orioles, but only 
as a coach, and when it’s over, he has no 
interest in either coaching or managing. 
“ I’ve played so long. I really don’t care 
for any other part of the gam e,” he said. 
“ But there may be something else I can 
do with the Orioles I’ll probably end up 
having my finger in baseball one way or 
another "

Welcome inquiry 


The Com ptroller of the 
Currency of the U.S. has given 
Budget Director Bert Lance a 
clean bill of health as far as 
any criminal wrongdoing is 
concerned in relation to the 
c o m p lic a te d 
b o rro w in g 
m aneuvers 
em ployed 
by 
Lance from several banks. 
All fine and good. We in­ 
terpret this to mean that 
Lance did everything a c­ 
cording to the book. 
The whole trouble is, ob­ 
viously that som ething is 
wrong with the book. 


It is therefore, that we look 
with great favor on the 
proposed plans of the Senate 
Banking Committee to in­ 
vestigate the “ ethics and 
soundness” of banking prac­ 
tices. 


A number of very serious 
questions have been raised 
about the practices of the 
banking profession in relation 
to the Lance deals. 
As Senator William Prox- 


mire pointed out, how can 
such deals be allowed whereby 
huge loans are not fully 
collateralized or insured with 
pledged collateral; where 
overdrafts by an individual are 
larger than certificates of 
deposit on file; where ac­ 
counts remain interest free for 
a considerable time; where a 
person is allowed to borrow 
huge sums at prime interest 
rates plus a small premium 
when such interest rates are 
not routinely available even to 
the most affluent borrowers 
with fully collateralized 
loans? 
It is certainly suspect that 
present bank practices give 
special advantages to bankers 
either from their own banks or 
from other banks with whom 
their banks have a correspon­ 
dent relationship. 
We hope that the Senate 
Banking Commi t tee can 
recommend some obvious, 
reasonable changes to that 
book.

anathema, because official visits to the 
U n ited S ta te s w ould give th em 
credibility at home.

T ak e V ulkan S hopov, c h ie f of 
agriculture for the Bulgarian Com- 
munistv party As an Eastern European 
Communist, in an era of detente, he is 
ardently courted by U.S. diplomats 
Shopov came to the United States in 
June at the invitation of the State Dept. 
The U S taxpayers footed the bill for his 
month-long visit, including travel ex­ 
penses to and from Bulgaria 
In a May 9 cable to the State Dept., the 
U S am bassador in Sofia, Martin Herz, 
was ecstatic about Shopov’s pending 
tour 
“ E m bassy strongly believes 
(Shopov) must be accorded VIP status 
as far as (expenses) and general trea t­ 
ment is concerned,” exclaimed Herz. 
The Communist leader, cabled the am ­ 
b a s s a d o r, sh o u ld be ta k e n to a 
“Southeastern agricultural region, in­ 
cluding visit to Atlanta or other Southern 
city” ; the G reat Plains wheat, corn and 
soybean region; and the Western states 
In general, wrote Herz. Shopov ‘‘would 
like to see most advanced forms of 
American agricultural technology 
He 
has said he expects to work hard during 
the visit.” 
Despite the distinguished Bulgarian’s 
announced intention to keep his nose to 
the grindstone. Herz suggested some 
lavish entertainm ent for the visitor: 
“He would appreciate chance to see 
modem American dance (though we 
suspect anything too avant garde would 


not go down well; believe American 
Ballet Theater. Alvin Ailey or Eliot Feld 
would be just about right), Broadway 
show (suggest, if possible. ‘A Chorus 
Line’ or ‘Bubbling Brown Sugar’). 
Opera, or orchestral concerts. Shopov 
not interested in jazz or rock.” 
The am bassador added a ‘‘special 
note ’ 
In his talks with Shopov. wrote 
Herz. the Bulgarian made a ‘‘special 
point of saying he does not want to bump 
into correspondents from (Radio Free 
Europe) while in U.S.. and does not wish 
to give interview to (Voice of America) 
He asked that interpreter not be 
‘political im m igrant’ ...” 
Shopov had been assured, the am bas­ 
sador stated, “ that interpreter would be 
selected in such fashion as to assure 
there would be absolutely no political 
em barrassm ent." 
When he finally arrived in the United 
States. Shopov was taken to the Smithso­ 
nian, the Kenneth C enter, colonial 
W illiamsburg, Va , and to other spots

WASHINGTON — When in trouble, 
blame the prying press 
That is an ax­ 
iom in the post-Watergate era that in­ 
creasingly makes the investigative press 
a whipping boy. 
It is a recourse of the friends and as­ 
sociates of unhappy Bert Lance, director 
of the Office of Management and Budget 
and generally rated as 
No. 1 in P resid en t 
C arter’s hierarchy out 
of his native Georgia 
To those who have 
considered C arter a 
shrewd politician — as 
he showed himself to 
be again and again in 
the p rim a rie s la st 
year, as well as a 
m a s t e r 
of 
th e 
techniques of public 
relations — puzzling 
indeed is the wav in 
which the Lance affair has been allowed 
to drift. 
Early on when the first revelations of 
his private loan and baking practices ap­ 
peared. Lance might have stepped aside 
without much fuss being made of it. 
Here was President C arter asserting in 
practice his conviction that not only 
wrongdoing, but even the appearance of 
wrongdoing would not be tolerated. 
That opportunity has now gone by. 
While in this political capital his ul­ 
tim ate resignation is considered in­ 
evitable, it will be taken, no m atter what 
the official finding, as a confession of 
culpability. 
The facts, and they are facts, raise dis­ 
turbing questions about whether C arter 
realized the significance of his private 
relationship with Lance as he appointed 
him to one of the most powerful offices 
in government. 
C arter had received a loan and line of 


credit close to $5 million for his peanut 
business in 1975 and 1976 from the 
National Bank of Georgia. The bank was 
then headed by his friend, Lance. 
Even as he named Lance director of 
OMB. an investigation was going 
forward into practices at the Calhoun, 
Ga First National Bank, a much sm aller 
institution than the NBH. which Lance 
controlled. 
The inquiry by the then 
acting Comptroller of the Currency is 
said to have turned up overdrafts by 
Lance and his wife of at least $150.000, 
some of this used to finance his unsuc­ 
cessful campaign for governor. 
Equally important is the question of 
Lance’s com petence to manage the 
economic affairs of an adminstration 
plagued by growing inflation and stub­ 
born unemployment. 
Nothing in his 
background as a country banker and a 
political crony of Jim m y C arter seemed 
to qualify him for such an assignment. 
C arter set his economic goals excep­ 
tionally high: reduce unemployment by 
1981 from the present 6 9 per cent to 4.75; 
reduce inflation close to 7 per cent at 
present to 4 3; and balance revenues and 
spending in the budget. A report by the 
Congressional Joint Economic Commit­ 
tee just issued states that these goals 
cannot be met. 
Or at any rate they cannot be met 
without a great increase in the money 
supply and that would risk a rapid rise in 
the rate of inflation. At this point Lance 
became a pivotal figure in the dispute 
between conservative and liberal forces 
over interest rates and money. 
As he was frank to tell this reporter 
some time ago, he opposes the so-called 
tight money policy of Chairman Arthur 
Burns of the Federal Reserve system. 
He thus puts himself on the side of the 
liberals in Congress who blame Burns 
for the slowness of the recovery and the 


sharp decline in the stock m arket. 
Similarly, Lance is candid in saying he 
opposes an extension of Burns’ term as 
chairm an of the Fed This has become a 
hot issue, with the business community 
anxious to be reassured by the retention 
of Burns in a powerful position to deter­ 
mine the supply of money fed into the 
economy. 


It is a decision that will not have to be 
made until the end of the year, since 
Bum s’ term as chairm an does not expire 
until next February. 
If the business 
community is strong in support, liberal 
Democrats in both Senate and House are 
equally determ ined to have Burns 
replaced by a chairm an more in tune 
with C arter policies and willing to risk 
inflation 


One consequence of this division, with 
C arter not yet having shown his hand on 
the Fed issue, is an ambuguity in the 
economic policy of the administration 
The populists, and Lance might be put in 
that category, favor more government 
spending 
C arter has shown that he is 
more conservative and he has drawn 
down the wrath of liberal groups 
The report of the comptroller of the 
currency is, in a sense, irrelevant. 
So 
much has come to light as the result of 
the work of a diligent press that Lance’s 
standing has been seriously damaged 
and with it the reputation of the presi­ 
dent and his resolve to deny even the 
semblance of a blot on the integrity of his 
Administration. 
The real issue in all this is the ability 
of the director of the Office of Manage­ 
ment and Budget to m aster the in­ 
tricacies of an economy in serious trou­ 
ble 
His defenders will say he has not 
b e e n g iv e n an o p p o r tu n ity to 
dem onstrate his capacity, but there is 
not answer enough.

Wanted: a 
better excuse 


WASHINGTON (NEA) - Ever since 
this country took its first reluctant steps 
four years ago to confront what has 
come to be known as the “ energy 
crisis.” the petroleum industry has of­ 
fered the sam e facile explanation 
whenever critics have complained about 
unconscionable profits. 
All the “ easy oil” 
has been discovered 
and is rapidly being 
depelted, the oil com ­ 
panies retort. What re­ 
m a in s — o ffs h o re 
deposits thousands of 
feet beneath the ocean 
surface on the con­ 
tinental shelf, inacces­ 
sib le fie ld s in the 
fro z e n 
tu n d r a 
of 
Alaska's North Slope 
and elsewhere — is far 
m ore expensive 
to 
locate, bring to the 
surface and transport 
to refineries. 
Therefore, the industry argum ent con­ 
tinues, substantial profits are necessary 
to generate the large amounts of capital 
required for future production. “ Higher 
fututure earnings will be required for the 
capital expenditures necessary to meet 
the energy needs of the nation.” explains 
Shell 
Texaco quotes a Chase Manhattan 
Bank study estim ating that between 1970 
and 1985 “ the petroleum industry will 
need $1 35 trillion ... for exploration and 
development expenditures, debt service, 
dividend payments and other energy in­ 
dustry financial requirem ents." 
An Exxon press release says Board 
Chairman J K Jamieson “ emphasized 
that an adequate return on investment is 
necessary for financing the capital ex­ 
penditures needed to develop energy 
sources " 
But Exxon is developing more than 
energy sources. It has pumped $76 
million in “ seed money” into an affiliate 
called Exxon Enterprises. Inc That sub­ 
sidiary. in turn, has provided substantial 
financial support for more than two 
dozen new enterprises, most of which 
have nothing whatever to do with energy 
development. 
As a result. Exxon now has invested in 
com panies producing a ir pollution 
measuring equipment, graphite shafts 
for golf clu b s and fish in g ro d s, 
telecopiers, computerized typewriters 
and telephone answering equipment. 
Gulf President Z D. Benner com ­ 
plained in early 1974 that the energy 
shortage w as caused not by “ the 
monopolistic oil com panies” but by 
other forces including “ lower return on 
capital (which) tended to dry up the 
availability of risk capital.” 
But only two months earlier, Gulf 
abandoned plans to pay $800 million for 
the CNA Financial Corp 
And two 
months after Bonner’s statem ent. Gulf 
also scrapped plans to purchase the 
nation’s biggest circus. Ringling Bros - 
Bamum & Bailey Combined Shows, Inc. 
Atlantic Richfield has bought a daily 
newspaper in G reat Britain and the 
Anaconda Co.. a m ajor copper producer. 
Standard Oil of California has purchased 
a 20 per cent interest in Amax. Inc., a 
metal mining firm 
Mobil last year purchased Marcor, 
Inc., a holding company composed of 
Montgomery Ward & Co. and the Con­ 
tainer Corp. of America. The purchase 
price w as never revealed but one 
reliable estim ate places it at $1 8 billion 
Mobil has a real estate subsidiary 
which is building residential housing in 
Hong Kong and San Francisco’s suburbs. 
The com pany also has considered 
purchasing newspapers in New York, 
California and Colorado 
In April of this year, Mobil bowed out 
of a fierce bidding war for the purchase 
of the Irvine Co., but not before it has of­ 
fered $336 million for the real estate 
company which owns the spraw ling 
78,000-acre Irvine Ranch in Orange 
County, Calif 
The industry argues that the continu­ 
ing congressional threat of federally im­ 
posed divestiture requirements, either 
horizontal or vertical, makes diversifica­ 
tion a necessary defense mechanism 
In fact, the oil companies have as 
much right as other firm s to diversify 
their holdings But the record shows that 
the tim e has come for them to produce a 
better excuse to justify their higher 
m arket prices and higher profits

Students who have not previously attended a college or university may be admit­ 
ted to Allan Hancock College if they are either

b non-high school graduates, but 18 years of age or older and able to profit from 
the instructional program of the college 
Students who have attended another college or university may be admitted to 
Allan Hancock College by completing the Admission Application Form 


Transfer students shall be subject immediately to the same scholastic regula­ 
tions as set forth in the catalog under ACADEMIC PROBATION AND 
DISQUALIFICATION 


HIGH SCHOOL SPECIAL STUDENTS 
Current high school Juniors and Seniors may enroll in certain college courses 
with the written permission of their high school counselor who has been 
designated to handle this program. High School Specials register as new stu­ 
dents each semester, not as continuing students An accident insurance fee of 
two dollars ($2 00) per student shall be charged to High School Special Stu­ 
dents 
RESIDENCE REQUIREMENTS 
Students applying for admission to Allan Hancock College must meet the 
residence requirements as specified in the college catalog The residence deter­ 
mination date for any term or semester is the day immediately preceding the 
opening day of instruction for that term or semester A student, regardless of 
age. will be required to pay non-resident fees unless he has been a legal resident 
of the State of California for more than one year on the residence determination 
date 


An out-of-State or foreign student must pay fees of $31 per unit up to a total of 
$465 per semester. There is no tuition for resident students 


Students who are members of the Armed Forces of the United States stationed 
on active duty in California shall be entitled to resident classification until they 
have resided m the State the minimum time necessary to become a resident (one 
year). A student dependent of a member of the Armed Forces stationed in 
California shall be given resident classification for such time as it takes the stu­ 
dent to establish residency 
OPEN CLASS POLICY 
All state supported classes at Allan Hancock College are open to all students 
With the exception of intercollegiate contact sports, classes are open to both 
sexes Some courses have academic prerequisites which are listed in the college 
catalog The notation "or permission of the instructor” in the catalog indicates 
that the prerequisites shown may be waived by the instructor for a student with 
equivalent experience of training 
INTER-DISTRICT TRANSFERS 
A student whose residence is in another community college district may be 
required to obtain an inter-district permit from that district This permit must be 


presented at the time of registration. 
SPECIAL PROBLEMS CLASSES 
Students are required to enroll in Special Problems classes either during regular 
registration or late registration It is the responsibility of each student to com­ 
plete the Special Problems Contract, obtained from the instructor of the class 
and return this contract to the Records Office on or before September 23 A stu­ 
dent who fails to follow this procedure shall be dropped from the class 


FEES AND EXPENSES 
For Santa Maria classes only a student body fee of $2 0 0 per unit is charged to a 
maximum of $1 0 00 A Student Body Card good for admission to all student 
body sponsored activities is available 


Students at other locations are not charged student body fees but may 
purchase Student Body Cards at the mam campus if they wish 


A materials fee is charged in specified courses 


Fees are not refundable unless a class is cancelled and the student does not 
enroll in another class of equivalent credit, or unless the student withdraws of­ 
ficially from all classes during the first fifteen school days from the official 
sta'ting data Credit classes other than work shop beginning after and including 
the sixth week of a semester shall be charged a fee of $2 per unit with a max­ 
imum of $5 


Students buy their own textbooks and supplies which may amount to as much 
as $50 to $90 per semester for a full time student 


GENERAL REQUIREMENTS FOR AA/AS DEGREES 
A student must complete 60 units of coursework with a C average or better 12
